ress of the rescuers and” make blasting
neosssary. These blnsts eause further rock
slides, Coroner Sipe tonight sald:

“I left Terclo at €30 this afternoon afler
sponding all day In and about the mine
and there are absolutely ho new dovelop-
menis. No bodles have been (aken out
and it may be n day, n week or two weoks
before the mine can be explored, on ne-
count of the frequent cavelns, Men work
for hourn in the same spot and A8 soon as
the debris Is removed more fills the open-

ming can e fully explored and the bodies
recovered I8 mere gussswork. As many
men as can be pecommodated are working
In four-hour rellefs, butl progress Is neces-
sarily elow and nothing definite In regard
to the recovery of the bodles can be glven
out nntil the bodles are actually taken from
the mine."

BT. PETERSHURG, Oct. 3.—General
Kouropatkin has telegraphed ns follows,
under date of October 20: *'I have recelved
today no dispatoh reporting encounters
with the enemy. During 4 cavalry recon
naiksntes  yesterday, after an infantry
fight supported by artillery, we occupled
the village of Chiantsanhenan. The en-
emy has retired from Bindlapu.. On Oc-
tober 28 our chausseurs, with insignificant
losges, retained & village 4 Killometer west
af Chenllanpu agalnst a vielent Jeapanese
bombardment.”’

Assnult on Port Arthur,

CHE FOO, Oct, ¥, 8.0 p. m.—~The third
general attack on Port Arthur began Oe-
tober M, according to unlmpeachable au-
thority, On October ¥ Japanese shells set
fire to the only smokeless powder maga-
zine In Port Arthur. FPortlons of the town
caught fire and the conflagration continued
the whole day. On October 28 the Japa-
nege captured the Russian trenches on the
slope of Rihlung mountain, also a fortifisd
position  protecting that fortress. The
Japanese corsider the progress of the siege
to be highly sitisfactory.

MUKDEN, Oct. 30—The attack by the
Japaness on the Buddhist Temple hill on
October 27 led to sharp fighting, The
Jupanese artillery played on the position
from early dawn, rendering the trenches
untenible, shells and shrapnel sweeping
everything und demolishing «ll the shel-
ters, Two machine guns with the battullon
defending the hill were smashed and dis-
abled, but the defenders carried off the
remiains of the gun when they were forced
to retire. The Japanese Infantry attack
under cover of the bombardment was made
in cloge order. Thers wos desporate hand
to hand fighting In the trenches, followed
by a counter attack with the bayonet. The
Japanese finally gained the hill, but were
unable to hold It In the face of the deadly
Russian artiliery fire,

BABY FARMER IS SENTENCED

Notorlous Mrs. Wiese Is Convicted of
Murdering Children and Sen-
teneced 1o Denth,

to The Bee )—Aflter 4 lengthy trial the baby
farmer, Wiese, known as the “Wileh of 8t
Paull," has been convicted of child murder
In five cases and sentenced to death. 8he
heard her doom with great stolclsm,

The case revealed a terrible career of
cruelty and depravity, The woman carried
on a vast trade in undesired Infants, which
nhe “addpled” on payment of substantial
sums, Bhe ls alleged to have disposed of
them In many cases by burning or drown-
ing and nlso to have attempted the murder
of her husband by polson.

The detalls of the murder of Wiese's
own daughter's child was heard In camera.
The prisoner war charged with drowning
the Infant In & pall of water, and the
daughter declared that as soon as it was
born the accused told her to kill It. Bhe
refupcd, nnd o few days later It disap-
peared and was never seen uguin,

One witness suld that Frau Wiese was
very superstitions. Bhe often prayed Iln the
middle of the night that she might win a
large sum of money 'n the lottery, and one
day told the vitness that it was very lucky
to procure blood from a child or a plgeon.
